Is it not torturing to infli& Pains and Penalties on Perfons {ufpe@ed of Guilt, 
not plainly prov’d ty? ‘Ie is not much unlike it. “The Parliament may, if 
they pleafe, as as upon a Bill of perpetual rap tere pl upon a Bill of 
perpetual Exile, referve tothe Crown a Power to determine the one-as well as 
the other. They have fo enacted it inthe one Cafe, but they have not enaGed 
it in the other. The Law knows, nothing of fuch abfolute perpetual Impri- 
fonments. aa 

The Law may, in like Mather, ‘condemn a Man on a Charge of accumulated 
‘and conftruétive Treafon. They did fo in the Cafe of the great Lord Strafford, and 
that by accumulated and conftru&ed Proof of fuch Treafon, that is, by {uch Proofs

Tho’ I am worthy of no Regard, tho’ whatfoever is done to me, may, for 
that Reafon, be look’d upon to be juft, yet your Lordthips will have fome Re- 
gard to your lafting Intereft, jand that of Pofterity. :
